AT CHAUTUQUA HALL 


A t the Chautauq ua Hall y esterday 
Dr. E. B. Owen discussed the subject 
of the “ Present Status of T uber­ 
culosis." 
He said a g reat majority of 
those who die of tuberculosis are be­ 
tween the ag es of 20 and 50. It selects 
Its v ictims chiefly from those in the 
prime of life. 
A few words concerning the nature 
of tuberculosis, 
There are no tissues 
of the boby ex empt from its attacks. 
If it attacks the lung s most freq uent­ 
ly , it is probably because they are the 
most ex posed, 
No race of man is ex ­ 
empt. thoug h some are more sus­ 
ceptible to it than others. 
No local­ 
ity is ex empt. 
I t is perhaps mcst 
prev alent in the cong ested parts of 
g reat cities. 
In our institutions of 
learning too little care is taken to 
prev ent it from g etting a fcot-hold. 
There is no specific for the treatm ent 
of this disease 
The disorder thoug h so often fatal, 
is y et peculiar, in th a t many persons 
hav e had this disease and hav e been 
unconscious of it. 
Its presence in 
their sy stem remained unrecog nized— 
the v itality of the indiv idual being 
sufficient to ov ercome 
its 
effects. 
Proof of this has been shown freq uent­ 
ly by autopsy . 
Care should be taken to prev ent the 
bacilli being dissenimated, to prev ent 
those now free from it to remain so. 
The practice of promiscuous spitting 
causes, doubtless, a majority of all 
cases of tuberculosis. 
The spittle be­ 
comes dry 
its particles are blown 
about with the dust of the air, and 
may thus be introduced into the sy s­ 
tem by the breath or otherwise 
The q uestion of heredity comes up 
when we discuss this q uestion. 
For a 
long time medical men almost uni­ 
v ersally thoug ht this 
disease 
was 
hereditary . 
Now v ery few hold this 
belief. 
A person hav ing this disease is not 
necessarily a menace to others. 
He 
should know his condition th a t he 
may himself av oid doing these thing s 
th a t are liable to place others in 
dang er. 
There are a number of solutions 
th a t will destroy the bacilli of this 
disease. 
A four percent solution of 
chloride of lime will do this. Common 
q uick lime Is just as effectiv e. 
Com­ 
plicated treatm ent of this disease is a 
thing of the past. 
The care of the patient inv olv es but 
two thing s and these are, first, keep 
him as much as possible in the open 
air, summer or winter, and, second, 
g iv e him a liberal amount of whole­ 
some nourishing food.

telescope, or ev en an opera g lass.

Martin plaintiffs..the appellate court 
for the second time sided with Mr. 
Titus by rev ersing and remanding the 
case to the Lee county circuit court. 
Mr. Titus, acting as ag ent for land 
in Iowa, sold to the plaintiffs for 
12,000 a section ot land, representing 
to them, it was claimed by the plain­ 
tiffs, th a t it did not include a part of 
the lake on which the laud bordered. 
There was no q uestion at the trial but 
Mr. Titus, in making these represen­ 
tations,relied for information on what 
the ag ents of the owners, 
who were 
working w ith him, had stated rela­ 
tiv e to the condition of the land. 
On this point a new q uestion was 
raised before the appellate court by 
I Mr, T itus’ attorney , E. E. Wing ert, 
j who set up the claim th a t an ag ent 
j was entitled to accept as fact state ­ 
ments made 
by the land owner or 
1 ag ents 
directly 
representing him. 
| Tms point has been sustained by the 
appellate court. 
There were some ev idences at the 
i trial in the circuit court here tending 
! to show th a t Mr. Titus had been mis- 
I tnfotmed. 
The plaintiffs, hav ing paid 
$2000 on the contract, rescinded it and 
were g iv en a v erdict for th a t amount 
by the jury . 
The appellate court, in rev ersing 
and remanding , specifically holds th a t 
Mr. T itus was priv ileg ed to rely on 
th a t which his fellow ag ents repre­ 
sented to him, th at being the only in­ 
formation he had on the subject.

was further held that his represeuta- 
: tiv es could not be reg arded as fraudu­ 
lent, his statem ents 
hav ing 
been 
! honestly made from the information
